Council "Miffed” at 


Well Celebrated 

Ted Kryczka, Coleman school teacher, 
speaking to over 150 Polish persons, gathered 
in the Polish Hall May 9th to mark Poland's 
Milenium of Christianity, gave an interesting 
resume' of Poland's history since 966 A.D., 
when the country joined the Christian Com¬ 
munity to the present day. 


Today, he said, we are gathered 
here to celebrate an old, yet very 
significant historical event. This 
event is called, Poland’s Milenium 
of Christianity, or in simple terms, 
Poland’s 1,000th birthday since She 
adopted Christianity. For it was 
in the year 96 6A.D. that Poland 
first joined the Christian Commun¬ 
ity. 

Poland had a choice of two cen¬ 
tres from which to pick her Christ¬ 
ian upbringing; Rome or Byzanti¬ 
um. Her choice of Rome by Prince 
Mieszko in 966 A.D. was very im¬ 
portant. For under the guidance of 
Rome, Poland could, and did, de¬ 
velop an independent country 
within the Christian community 
and in co-operation with the 
Church and the State. 

But independence was not the 
only benefit that Poland achieved, 
—by joining the Christian Faith, 
she became a member and a part¬ 
ner in western culture and civiliza¬ 
tion. She benefited from cultural 
exchanges, from trade and from 
the writings and teachings of the 
Christian world. She received the 
tools with which to acquire learn¬ 
ing and knowledge. In effect Christ¬ 
ianity brought western culture and 
civilization to a backward, pagan 
land. 

Christianity set Poland on the 
road to progress. Its people have 
never looked back, and today are 
considered the defenders of the 
Christian faith in Eastern Europe. 

While Poland benefited from her 
acceptance of Christianity, Europe 
and the Christian world also bene¬ 
fited from Poland’s entrance into 
the Christian fold. She accepted 
her role as a Christian nation and 
also became a strong defender of 
the principles of the Christian 
faith. 

For example — in 1237-1240 — 
Poland fought the Tartars and 
saved Europe from the Mongol 
yoke. Again, and perhaps more 
outstanding is the proud victory of 
King Jan Sobieski of Poland in 1683 
at the Gates of Vienna. This fam¬ 
ous battle is considered by all 
historians as not only a glorious 
event in Polish history, hut a glori¬ 
ous event for Christianity and all 
Europe. Sobieski’s victory saved 
the Christian Empire and the 
Turks never again seriously threat¬ 
ened Europe and Christianity from 
then on. 

Thus Poland accepted Christian¬ 
ity and later fought to preserve it. 
The Polish people are extremely 
proud of Poland’s part in the de¬ 
fence of Christianity, and rightly 
so. 

But besides being defenders of 
Christianity, the Polish people have 
also contributed to western civiliza¬ 
tion. Although it is impossible to 
name all the contributors, I am 
sure all of you have heard of 
Copernicus and Maria Sklodowska 
(Curie) and their contributions to 
science; Puiaski and Koscuisko and 
their contribution toward Ameri¬ 
can independence, and in the fine 
arts all of us have at one time or 
another enjoyed the music of Cho¬ 
pin, Paderewski and Rubenstein. 

In Canada the Polish people of 
approximately 325,000 have also 
contributed to Canadian progress 
and culture. Today there are 200 
professors at various universities, 
over 1200 engineers and numerous 
doctors, lawyers, teachers and oth¬ 
er professional people. Their con¬ 
tribution has left its mark on Can¬ 
ada and I am sure that they will 
continue to help in the develop¬ 
ment of Canada. We are proud of 
our contributions to the western 
world and to Canada. 

I would be so remiss if I did 
not mention that Poland fought in 
both World War One and World 
War Two on the side of the Allies. 
Her sons fought and died for free¬ 
dom. Their sacrifice should not oe 
forgotten. 

It is unfortunate, however, that 
while we in Canada are free to 


celebrate Poland’s Milenium of 
Christianity, the people of Poland 
have not this same freedom. The 
Communist government of Poland 
refuses to allow full freedom in 
the celebration of this event. 

Pope Paul and 150 Bishops from 
various foreign countries have 
been refused admittance to Po¬ 
land to take part in the Mileni¬ 
um celebrations. Further, some 
300,000 western pilgrims have also 
been refused admission to Poland. 
What an unhappy state of affairs! 
What hypocrisy! Does Commun¬ 
ism think it can stop the Christian 
Movement? We know that Christ¬ 
ian beliefs and principles do not 
agree with Commuist ideas. The 
Communists would like to see 
Christianity crushed and slowly 
disappear. This will not happen. 
The Communists would do well to 
look back at history. Pagan Rome 
did not stop the Christian Move¬ 
ment by their persecutions of the 
Christians. They only made It 
stronger. 

For although you may enslave 
and torture a man’s body, his 
mind and faith remain free. Physi¬ 
cal conquest does not insure con¬ 
trol of the individual. Man’s belief 
and faith in Christ will remain re¬ 
gardless of the type of govern¬ 
ment or the controls placed on 
him. Christianity will never die. 

In conclusion I hope that your' 
celebrations of Poland’s Milenium 
of Christianity are a success and 
that the goals you have set out 
for yourselves during the remain¬ 
der of this year are a success. 

Last, but not least, I would like 
to take this opportunity to wish 
all the mothers assembled here to¬ 
day—A Very Happy Mother’s Day. 

Short addresses were also given 
by Mayor John Holyk and Rev. W. 
Krewski, who based their talks on 
Mother’s Day. 

A program of entertainment in¬ 
cluded poems by Miss K. Pakla 
and Miss J. Pakla, two young Po¬ 
lish immigrant girls who have 
only been in Canada for eight 
months, and a recitation by Mrs. 
Z. Szulc of Calgary. 

Thanks were extended to Walter 
Badzioch and Joe Moscianica for 
their efforts in organizing the very 
successful occasion, a loo a special 
thanks to Stanley Maclejewski. 

Special services were conducted 
in the Holy Ghost Catholic Church 
during the morning when the 
Church was filled to capacity to 
hear Rev. W. Krewski.

Relief Application 


Coleman council, at its meeting May 10, 
was advised that the annual provincial muni¬ 
cipal assistance grant this year is $22,233.70. 


The resignation of Glen Sweet as 
secretary-treasurer of the town, 
was accepted and advertising for 
a new secretary was approved. 

Council became quite disturbed 
with the contents they received 
from Edmonton regarding a re¬ 
quest that the town pay 20 per 
cent of relief costs for a faniiy 
that left town and are now living 
in the capital city where the hus¬ 
band of the family is unemployed. 
The point that “frazzled” coun- 
cilmen was a statement on the 
application form that indicated the 
man had been working in Cole¬ 
man earning $100 a week and had 
left town because he owed hills. 

Council instructed the secretary 
to write to Edmonton, advising 
that they cannot see why they 
should pay relief as there are 
plenty of jobs available in Cole¬ 
man and the applicant could be 
self-supporting. The tetter will 
also advise that the town will re¬ 
luctantly pay if they are so com¬ 
pelled. 

Reports that the gravel stock¬ 
pile near the underpass entering 
town and the town equipment stor¬ 
ed near the United Church, are 
creating an unattractive view, 
prompted council to remove these 
two items. Lot 14 in Block six, 
owned by the town, which is in the 
vicinity of the CPR station, will 
be used as a storage grounds for 
the gravel and town equipment. 
Several small buildings on the lot 
will be demolished. 

Approval was given to selling the 
Coleman schools 500 yards of 
crushed gravel that is to be hauled 
to school site and spread at $3.00 
per yard. The town will also use 
its grader to lift off some of the 
top soil. Additional charge is to 
be made for this work.

Guy W. Goodman has been as¬ 
signed temporarily as Superintend¬ 
ent of Alberta Natural Gas Com¬ 
pany, Vice-president and Manag¬ 
er, S. Robert Blair announced to¬ 
day. 

From Alberta Natural Gas Com¬ 
pany’s base at Cranbrook, B. C., 
Mr. Goodman will direct opera¬ 
tions and maintenance of ANG’s 
106 miles of pipeline in the East 
Kootenay District, part of the 1400 
mile Alberta-California natural gas 
pipeline system. 

Mr. Goodman assumes the post, 
replacing Brian C. Finerty, who 
left ANG on April 30th and has 
joined Bechtel Corporation of San 
Francisco. 

Mr. Goodman is an experienced 
pipeliner and compressor special¬ 
ist who comes to ANG from Red¬ 
mond, Oregon, where he has been 
Acting Superintendent of Pacific 
Gas Transmission Company’s sou¬ 
thern area. 

He joins ANG as the pipeline 
company prepares to embark on a 
major expansion program. He will 
remain until a permanent Superin¬ 
tendent is appointed, Mr. Blau- 
said. 

In addition to his other duties, 
Mr. Goodman will assist Crows 
Nest Foreman Norman H. Janzen 
and Cranbrook Foreman Robert G. 
Chambers in the special training 
that ANG crews will receive in 
preparation for the installation of 
turbine-driven oentrifugal compres¬ 
sor units.

surface and is graded over the 
roads and is effective up to three 
years. The material binds with 
road surface to make a concrete¬ 
like surface. 

The material, to be used by the 
town on the main street and around 
the bluff to West Coleman, costs 
$175.00 per ton.

Some may 
object, to giving a sample of their 
breath to a peace officer on re¬ 
quest. (In every case the peace 
officer should treat the awforist 
with courtesy). If the motorist is 
not impaired by alcohol he has 
nothing to fear — the breath test 
protects him. If he is impaired by 
alcohol he should be penalized by 
losing his driver’s licence for the 
reason that he is a hazard to the 
life and limb of his fellow citb 
zens. He may think that he has 
a right to drink and drive, but 
his fellow citizens have a prior 
right—they have a right to live. 

For the information of readers 
we insert the pertinent amend¬ 
ments to Bill No. 101. (The Ve¬ 
hicles and Highway Traffic Act). 

1—Clause 3 — 7a (1) Where a 
peace officer 

(a) suspects a person of driving 
or having driven while un¬ 
der the influence of intoxi¬ 
cating liquor, and 

(b) requests the person to sub¬ 
mit to the taking of a speci¬ 
men of his breath, 

if the person refuses to comply 
with the request he is guilty of 
an offence and liable on summary 
conviction to have his operator’s 
licence suspended by the con¬ 
victing magistrate or justice for 
a period not exceeding three 
months. 

(2) Where a person is convicted 
under subsection (1) he shall forth¬ 
with deliver his operator’s licence 
to the convicting magistrate or 
justice who shall forward the li¬ 
cence to the Minister. 

In view of the continuing 
slaughter of the innocents on our 
highways by drinking drivers, it 
is the opinion of the writer that 
the Amendments to the Act are 
fully justified. Any motorist who 
quibbles over giving a sample of 
his breath when requested by a 
peace officer is either guilty of 
impairment by alcohol or he does 
not care a whiff about the safety 
of other motorists. The innocent 
motorist who willingly gives a sam¬ 
ple of his breath to protect peo¬ 
ple using our highways demon¬ 
strates that he is a driver who 
cares for the safety of others. 

Deputy Chief Fred Sloane of the 
Edmonton City Police summed up 
the matter very well when he said 
“Some people maintain we are 
being regulated to death. I believe 
we are being regulated to live.” 
For today’s traffic the only safe 
motto is: ‘None for the road’.

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Canada today are beginning to 
take definite form. 

This is most important, as it is 
impossible to find real solutions 
if the real problems are not un¬ 
derstood. The difficulty to date 
has been that the quarrels around 
Parliament Hill havbe been over 
“symptoms” of our national prob¬ 
lems, rather than the problems 
themselves, e.g., there have been 
many angry words uttered con¬ 
cerning the desire of the provinces 
to assert new forms of independ¬ 
ence (not known in the past), such 
as Quebec “opting out” of Feder¬ 
al legislation like the Canada Pen¬ 
sion Plan, and Quebec and B. C. 
insisting on absolute control over 
certain resources. These instances 
are only symptoms of the real 
problem, viz., that Canada, for a 
number of reasons, has a very 
weak Central Government, and as 
a result is increasingly showing 
its inability to cope with the de¬ 
mands of all-powerful and deter¬ 
mined provincial governments. 

This situation was never envis¬ 
aged by the framers of Confed¬ 
eration, and presents an increas¬ 
ingly serious threat to the unity 
and very existence of Canada as a 
nation. 

This is the main problem that 
really confronts Canada at the 
present time, and perhaps it is 
fortunate that this matter is com¬ 
ing to a head on the eve of our 
Hundredth Anniversary as a na¬ 
tion. The great majority of Cana¬ 
dians, in all parts of the country, 
are indeed much in favor of “One 
Canada”, and not in favor of a 
nation composed of a loose associ¬ 
ation of largely independent and 
parochial provincial governments. 

Public pressure itself may well 
force many provincial govern¬ 
ments to tone down the demands 
of their local political leaders and, 
likewise, renew the strength of the 
Federal Government, so that broad 
new policies for a growing and ex¬ 
panding new Canada will rejuven¬ 
ate our country at the commence¬ 
ment of our second century as a 
nation.

In 
accordance with the vision of its 
founder, General William Booth, 
the Army believes that effective 
tocial work must be aimed at fost¬ 
ering self-respect, spiritual forti¬ 
tude, emotional maturity and fin¬ 
ancial independence. 

Among the earliest developments 
in The Salvation Army’s spiritual 
and humanitarian ministry were 
hostels for destitute men, homes 
for unfortunate women, aid to pris¬ 
oners and ex-convicts and employ¬ 
ment services for both men and 
women. 

All these facilities have been 
continued, with adaptations allow¬ 
ing for full use of modern know¬ 
ledge and techniques. The most 
up-to-date methods in medicine, 
casework, psychology, psychiatry 
and group therapy are called upon 
to help rehabilitate alcoholics, un¬ 
wed mothers, inmates of correct¬ 
ional institutions and those releas¬ 
ed on parole and probation. 

Material assistance is made 
available to individuals and fam¬ 
ilies in want. Wherever possible, 
efforts are made to prepare the 
errant adolescent and adult for 
jobs and aid them in securing em¬ 
ployment. 

Yes indeed, The Salvation Army 
has expanded its services far be¬ 
yond the expectations of that early 
band of men and women who strug¬ 
gled to relieve poverty in the East 
London slums, and to bring aid to 
the spiritually impoverished. The 
Army of the helping hand now op¬ 
erates a vast network of institu¬ 
tions and programs geared to the 
amelioration of the needy and un¬ 
fortunate in every province of Can¬ 
ada. 

Just as in the early days of the 
Organization, the modem day of¬ 
ficers and soldiers of this dedicat¬ 
ed Army can be found helping 
those in need. Offering an under¬ 
standing mind, a loving heart and 
willing bands to ease the way for 
the discouraged, the lonely and 
the sick. 

Last year 46,977 prisoners were 
met and helped by The Salvation 
Army following their discharge 
from Canadian prisons. During the 
same period more than one mil¬ 
lion Canadians were visited and 
helped by the Army’s League of 
Mercy workers from coast to coast. 

People from all walks of life 
seek the help of the devoted men 
and women of this organization, 
and none are turned away.
